S h o r t a g e of Strawberry 


Plants More Acute Than for 
Many Years 


Madison —UP)—

stocks of nurserymen throughout the 
state because of unfavorable •weath- 
er conditions were greater during the 
past winter than in many years, ac 
cording to the state department of r.g- 
riculture. The department considers 
the loss a serious one for the nurs 
cry industry. 


The shortage of strawberry plants, 


caused by an open winter, is more 
acute than it has been for many 
years. Frequent freezes and thaws, 
with little or no snow for protcctnon 
has resulted in cutting down the sup- 
ply of strawberry plants to a point 
where many nurserymen are unable 
to fill their orders. A survey conduct- 
ed by the department reveals that 
less than 5 percent of the~Wisconsin 
growers have plants to spare, and 
:hat small percentages has only a 
limited number of certain varieties. 


Exergrcens of all varieties were 


lard hit by unfavorable weather of 
February and March. "White pine and 
Arbor vitae in particular suffered se- 
verely according to reports from all 
parts of the state. 


The department pathologists 
ac- 


count for this injury by explaining 
that transpiration of the sap in the 
needles or leaves took place in re- 
sponse to the warm rays of the sun at 
a time when the roots were still em- 
bedded in frozen ground, and the sap 
siven oft" in this manner could not 
DC replaced by the roots, and as a 
result the needles dried up and died. 


It was pointed out by these scien- 


ists that an evergreen 
once com- 


pletely defoliated by an insect, plant 
disease or any other means such as 
his type of injury, dies and 
that 


trees only partially injured may re- 
cover. Usually this recovery, like the 
growth of the tree is very slow. Thr 
department recmomends that where 
a tree is only partially injured that 
it be saved by stimulating its growth 
by good cultural practices, including 
the use of plenty of water 
tillage, 


and a light application of some form 
of a quick fertilizer.

Ignorance triumphed/ A "con- 
servative" editor In an eastern city once declined 
to publish a health column or feature in his paper 
because he discovered that the column conductor 
had called some unidentified person ignorant two or 
tinco years before, when answering a query about 
the refuhal of the unidentified person to permit the 
administration of antitoxin 1o a child ill with diph- 
tlicna Ignorance triumphs in many ways and many 
places 
Health jgnprance triumphs even among 


people who purport to be veil educated. As recently 
as five or 10 years ago some of our foremost high- 
brows were still pretending that health ignorance 
IB rather good form and affectedly making face- 
tious, allusions to their own abysmal ignorance of 
such things. 


Tho relatives of the victim of the cruelty the 


correspondent cites had a certain kind of education 
—the kind I sometimes think is the curse of our 
country—they had such knowledge as tho machine 
interests wished folks to have. They had no such 
knowledge of first aid-treatment as a well informed 
boy or girl should have and would have if our pub- 
lic schools served to fit craduates for tho business 
of-living. These people had learned something about 
artificial respiration, resuscitation, and what they 
had learned is not so. They had learned that one 
who has ceased to breathe can be made to breathe 
by means of & machine, more safely and more effi- 
ciently than by any "other means. This is not true. 
Had the Japanese been permitted to apply prone 
pressure resuscitation he' might have saved the 
man's life while the misguided-relatives were wait- 
ing for the arrival of the overtouted machine Many 
a life is sacrificed to such ignorance. Even if the 
machine can be brought to the scene within a few 
moments, it is criminal negligence to allow the vic- 
tim to die waiting for tho arrival of the machine

tially occupied a space reserved for 
buses, tiucks, and the like, doesn't 
enjoy doing that sort of thing, if tes- 
timony from various police stations is 
to be credited. He might get no little 
satisfactom out of edging you into the 
curb, when he had caught you smash- 
ing speed regulations wide open and 
he hadtto push the old.-motorcycle; 
uj> to sixtyjor seventy miles an hour 
in order.to overtake you, because that 
means not alone action on his part, 
but that he is apprehending a law vio- 
lator whose offense is serious and the 
consequences .of which may be tragic. 


Ticketing cars that are infringing 


parking rights and privileges is some- 
thing else again, according to the po- 
liceman's point of view. It may be 
all in the day's work, but he does not 
include it in the list of work that he 
choses to do. That is, he doesn't-un- 
less he's a cop with "an especially 
mean disposition. Should that be the 
case, he will be found to' be one of

CREATING A^GRAYEYARD 


Admittedly, however, retailers are

Angeles tried the same prohibition for 
its "downtown commercial district. Los 
Angeles retailers testify~that within a 
very short time 'their, district resem- 
bled a graveyard, so far as activity 
was concerned. 
Bargains, quality of 


merchandise, and servico will not, it is 
stated, offset inaccessibility.. The cus- 
tomer will go where ho does not have 
to fight for parking space, or walk 
four or five blocks after ho has found 
a place where ho can leave his car. 


The width of streets is another, im^ 


portant factor in the parking problem 
and the recognized authorities have 
not as yet satisfactorily evaluated it. 
\ street may be so narrow that to 


permit any parking would bo an out- 
rage against those persons trying to 
use the street for traffic purposes only. 


It may be so wide that parking on 
both sides is permissible, but in that 
case the question arises whether the 
parking should be at 
an angle 
or 


parallel with- tho curb. More cars 
Can be accommodated in angle park- 
Ing, therefore the business Interests 
may be relied upon to favor it. 


Quite recently there has 
been 
in 


Washington an illustration of what 
may grow out of this phase of the 
general problem. A downtown street, 
m the,movie and retail district, was 
available for angle parking for a con- 
siderable period of time. 
Then 
the 


street was widened 
fifteen 
feet or 


more^ whereupon the powers that be 
decided that parking along that thor- 
oughfare should be paiallel 
rather 


than at an angle. 


Business interests protested, insist- 


ing that since they had assented to 
the •widening of the street and were 
paying in part for it, they should en- 
joy some of the benefits from the wid- 
ened street, or at least be secure in 
the _ parking space theretofore allotted 
them. They had beljevcd'that with a 
wider street, their customers 
would 


find it correspondingly easier to visit 
them, and they did not subscribe 
in 


toto or in any part to the idea that 
space would be provided, but its USQ 
restricted, so that only two cars could 
park "where three had parked before. 
It's a good fight! 


Size and- population 
of buildings, 


especially population, have their bear- 
ing on the parking problem. "The use 
of a building," says M.-. Ihlder, "not 
only affc'cts the size of its population 
but ajso'that population's requirement 
for street traffic 
facilities.

rural • schools of Kewaunee-co by H. 
R. L,a.thrope, county agent, and Mrs. 
Nellie Kedzlc Jones and Miss Gladys 
Stillman of tho college of agriculture, 


, the daily consumption of milk in the 


county has 
been 
increased 
15,000 


, quarts dally. * 


• Three thousand youngsters 
were 


reached by the speakers who visited 
each rural school in the county. 
In 


each school visited, the speakers as- 
certained the number of milk drink- 
ers and the numberxif coffee drinkers 
among the pupils. After the canvass 
was completed, a comparison of the 
totals showed that 31 per.cent of the 
pupils were coffee drinkers, ^and only 
23 per cent drank a cup of milk a 
day. This was the condition in face 
of the fact that there are 16.000 peo- 
ple in Kewaunee-co and 34,000 cows, 
or moi^j .than two cows for each per- 
son. 
' 


The percentages of milk drinkers, 


coffee 
drinkers, of population 
and 


cows, found by a comparison of totals, 
is no criticism on the people of,Ke- 
kaunee-co, since any ocunty in the 
state in which no milk drinking cam- 
paign has been* waged by food spe- 
cialis'ts can 'duplicate these percen- 
tages. 


"Every child and adult in any coun- 


ty of the state should drink at least 
a quart of milk each day" says Lath- 
roi-e. "It is the cheapest and mos 
healthful food that anyone can buy 
arid, consume, since it <-ontains min- 
eral for bone building and repair, pro- 
tcin for muscle building, sugar and 
fats to'supply the.body with heat and 
energy, and "vitamins necessary to 
growth and health. A quart of milk 
a day \\ill keep the .doctor away," 
concluded Lathrope.
